CULTURE. — Melons  are  rather  exacting  in  their  requirements. 
They  need  a warm  soil,  well  supplied  with  decayed  vegetable  matter 
or  humus.  This  can  be  supplied  by  putting  well  rotted  manure  in 
the  hills.  Make  the  hills  from  4 to  6 feet  apart  each  way.  After 
danger  of  frost  is  past,  plant  seed  one-fourth  inch  deep.
